ON THE NIGHT of February 4 1940, 
Cathrin Bystrom, late of Alaska, stop- 
ped her car on a lonely Alabama bridge 
and calmly shot to death 65-year-old 
Lillian Schliefer, a missionary to whom 
she had offered a ride at Waco, Texas. 
She threw the victim’s body into Lake 
Martin; drove on along the shore and 
threw in a laundry bag containing the 
cead woman’s clothes. Then Cathrin 
drove on, thinking that was that. 

A few weeks later, she was met by 
police in Memphis and invited to re- 
turn to Alabama as a guest of its state 
prison for women. Undera microscope 
Dr. Rehling had matched ends of some 
severed threads found on the murder- 
ed woman's body to ends of threads 
in the clothing found in the laundry 
bag. He also was able to discover 
from a man's garments in the laundry 
bag, whom Cathrin planned to meet 
after the murder. 

Sheriff's men in south Alabama’s sand 
and pulp-pine country like to remember 
the time they were having difficulty 
proving a certain farmer owned the 
rifle whose bullet had killed a sawmill 
operator. The rifle, of course, was con- 
spicuous by its absence. 

Dr. Rehling went into the farmer's 
back yard and began to probe into an 
old oak stump with his pocketknife. 
Soon the blade dug out a rifle bullet, 
then another—slugs whose rifling marks 
established the farmer’s ownership of 
the death gun beyond doubt. 

“Any farmer who owns a good rifle,” 
explained Rehling, “has practically 
got to shoot it off into some stump or 
fence post around the place at one 
time or another.” 


Unacademic horse sense 


THE same kind of unacademic horse 
gense once ruined the postmortem im- 
pression a prominent divorcee sought 
to leave, namely, that she had not com- 
mitted suicide but had been murdered. 
The lady went to great trouble to. do 
this. In the room where she lay dead, 
a window stood open. The screen had 
been punched, indicating the latctr had 
been picked by her killer. A purse turn- 
ed inside out indicated robbery—as the 
motive. A fuse in the master electric 
switch had been removed, presumably 
when the murderer doused the lights. 

Rehling was properly impressed, but 
even more so by the fact that the two 
electric clocks—one in the living room 
and one in the kitchen—had stopped at 
exactly the same minute. 1:20. It occur- 
red to him that two clocks in the same 
house seldom run exactly together. And 
when a check with a relative revealed 
that the clocks had never coincided, he 
Was convinced the lady had set the 
‘wrong” clock in order doubly to drama- 


_ tize the minute of her death—a thing she 


hardly would have done had she been 
Surprised by a murderer.

For the big task it accomplishes, its 
three laboratories—one at Auburn, one 
at Birmingham and one at Mobile—

A one-man. bureau 


MUCH OF its success is due to the re- 
markable versatility of Dr. Rehling, a 
one-man bureau in himself. As a sleuth, 
he collects evidence at the crime scene. 
Asa scientist, he analyzes that evidence 


in the laboratory. As a lawyer, he makes- 


the most of it in courtroom. 

Son of a north Alabama carpenter, 
Carl Rehling set up his first chemistry 
laboratory at the age of nine. At 28, 
he resigned a chemistry profession at 
Auburn to join the new Toxicology 
Department as first assistant to its 
founder, H. W. Nixon, and has been © 
its chief since the latter's resignation 
in 1945,

“The soil on Bell’s clothes 
was entirely dissimilar. to that at the 
spot where he claimed to have fixed the 
tire, and identical to the soil at the 
scene of the crime. Also, the crime oc- 
curred under a very rare Japanese bush,

With record of 2-8 


Alabama 21 Auburn 0 


ALABAMA’s Orange Bowl-boynd Chim- 
son Tide rolled up a 21-point margin 
over a game Auburn eleven in the first 
half of their annual battle in Birming- 
ham on November 29 to take Coach 


Ralph Jordan’s Tigers, 21-0. Thus a 
courageous, but out-classed Auburn 
team ended a disappointing 1952 season 
with a record of two victories and eight 
defeats. 

With more than 40,000 shivering, 
rain-soaked fans looking on, Bama un- 
leased four terrific runners—Clell 
Hobson, Bobby Marlow, Bobby Luna 
and Tommy Lewis—who repeatedly 
ripped through the Auburn line for 
huge chunks of yardage. 

Alabama scored the first time it got 
the ball. After Auburn punted to the 
Tide. 40, Lewis bréke loose for 22 yards 
and Marlow followed with 16 to the 
Tiger 15. Later Lewis ripped off 13 more 
yards for the TD. The Tide scored again 
early in the second quarter by driving 
85 yards. Luna, Lewis and Marlow ate 
up the distance in 15 plays with Lewis 
romping over again from the eight. Ala- 
bama kept Auburn back near the Tiger 
goal and midway of the second period 
they drove 40 yards for their final score 
with Luna going the last four yards. 
Luna converted on each point-after- 
touchdown. 


In the second half Auburn's fight- 
Ing Plainsmen made a stubborn stand 
and were able to hold the Tide score- 
fess for the remainder of the game. 
The Plainsmen with Fob James and 
Charles Hataway moving for most of 
the yardage made two serious drives 
in the last half, but were unable to 
‘punch: across a TD, 


The game ended a season which had 
been rough on Coach Jordan and his 
Tigers. Having met four of the nation’s 
post-season bow] teams, the Tigers had 
faced the roughest schedule in the con- 
ference. Although only Wofford and 
Clemson had been beaten, Auburn had 
made a creditable showing against all 
of its opponents. And despite the fact 
that the record would not show it in 
games won, the 1952 edition of the 
Plainsmen was considered stronger than 
the 1951 crew. 


Competition was much stronger and 
Auburn had more than its share of mis- 
fortunes. Yet, as Coach Jordan and his 
assistants started beating the bushes for 
high school prospects they were not dis- 
couraged, but were convinced that their 
rebuilding program was making prog- 
ress. 


Auburn 3 Clemson 0 


THE DEPENDABLE toe of Joe Davis 
end the steady hand of Vince Dooley 
provided the winning margin as the 
Tigers edged Clemson 3-0 before 11,000 
fans in Cliff Hare Stadium on November 
22. With Dooley holding, Davis kicked 
the winning field goal from 18 yards out 
on with only 90 seconds remaining in 
he.tilt. 

Bill Turnbeaugh, playing one of th 
greatest games of his career, set up the 
play with only three minutes remain- 
ing when he intercepted a pass by Billy 
Hair and returned it to the Clemson 15. 
Three plays put the ball directly in front 
of the goal posts and set the stage for 
Davis’ dramatic kick. 


Dooley, who had to reach two feet 
over his head for the snap from center, 
held the ball and Davis sent it directly . 
between the posts with the aid of a 
mild northbound breeze. Dooley’s 
great play was termed by Coach 
Jordan as “one cof the best I’ve seen 
in football. 


Until the field goal, the tilt between 
he two old rivals had been a rather 
Sluggish contest with neither team ever 
The deadly kick- 


ing of Dudley Spence, who averaged 
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45.6 yards per punt, kept the South 
Carolinians deep in their territory. 

Danny Stewart, Bill Turnbeaugh, Bill 
Kilpatrick and Jack Langford stood out 
in the Auburn line. The fine play of 
reshmen linebackers, Bunnie Robinson 
and Ben Lightfoot, helped bottle up the 
Clemson’ running game. The win was 
a costly one for Auburn as Jack Lock- 
lear, top linebacker, suffered a broken 
leg early in the game and the two frosh 
had to take over the line backing duties. 
Bob Scarborough and Jim Dillion, the 
cther top linebackers, missed the game 
due to injuries. 


Georgia 13 Auburn 7 


PLAYING one of their best games of 
the season the Plainsmen chased Geor- 
gia’s Bulldogs all over Memorial Stadium 
in Columbus, Georgia on November 15 
before bowing to the up-and-down 
Peach State eleven by a 13 to 7 margin. 
More than 22,000 screaming fans watch- 
ed the Tigers completely bottle up Geor- 
gia’s passing ace Zeke Bratkowski and 
force Wally Butts to resort to a hard- 
running attack in order to» win. 


After playing a scoreless first half, 
Georgia moved out in front on the 
first play of the second half when 
Jimmy Campagna took the Tiger kick- 
off back for 96 yards and a TD. A few 
minutes later the Bulidogs drove 57 
yard for their second marker with 
Charlie Madison going over from the 
two. 


Auburn came back with a 74-yard 
drive after the kickoff and scored four 
minutes later, with an assist from two 
Georgia halfbacks who jumped almost 
arm in arm to block Dudley Spence’s 
17-yard pass, knocked it up and into 
the hands of Lee Hayley for an Auburn 
score. Joe Davis converted. 


An Auburn drive to the Georgia five 
in the fourth quarter bogged down and 
the Tigers last chance of moving ahead 
and winning over the Bulldogs for the 
first time since 1942 faded. 


Miss State 49 Auburn 34 


WITH Jumping Jack Parker leading the 
way, Misissippi State’s Maroons spoiled 
an otherwise perfect Auburn Home- 
coming celebration on November 8 by 
soundly defeating the Tigers 49 to 34 
before 21,000 win-hungry Auburn fans. 
Auburn’s defense, which had proved 
adequate most of the season, fell apart 
end;:with the aid of a few fumbles, the 
Maroons were able to coast in.

RETIRED Major Gen. Wilton B. Persons, 
"16, Was named in November as special 
assistant to President-elect Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. Thus “Jerry” Persons once 
again comes to aid Eisenhower in another 
important undertaking—this time the 
responsibility of governing the people 
of the United States. 

General Persons served on Eisen- 
hower’s NATO staff in» Europe and 
recently was assistant to the Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee 
during the presidential campaign. His 
legislative experience includes liason 
work with the Congress on behalf of 
the Army and Defense Departments 
for about 16 years. He was liason 
officer when General Eisenhower was 
chief-of-staff immediately after World 
War Il. 

A native of Montgomery, General Per- 
sons is a brother of Alabama’s Gov. 
Gordon Persons, ’25. He is a member of 
a family of devoted Auburn alumni since 
his father was an Auburn alumnus as 
well as his three brothers. 

After his retirement from the Army 
in 1949, “Jerry” Persons served as super- 
intendent of Staunton (Virginia) Mili- 
tary Academy. But when President 
Truman recalled General Eisenhower 
from the presidency of Columbia Uni- 
versity to take over NATO, General Ike 
sent for his friend Persons to accom- 
pany him as a staff officer to Paris.
